C O C K S. 
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TH E Statutcs of thc Royal Society wcre, for thc moft 
part, formed in the year 1663: An abftraft of tHc 
Charters and Laws was publi(hed in the year i66p^, iu 
Sprat's Hiftory of the Royal Socicty ; and in the year 37521 
the Council publifhed an Editiou of their Charters and Sta- 
tutes, as they then ftood. 

The Laws of the Royal.Society, like thofe of other com* 
munities» were altered from time to time, until they appearcd 
fufficient to embrace every contingency that might occuf , while 
they held.their mectings in Greftiam College; which tbey 
continned to do for near the fpace of fifty ycars; But the 
arrangement of the Socicty*s.affairs being fomcwhat altered 
upon poflciling an Houfc of their own, it became neceflary to 
make diffcrent eftabliftiments in many particulars ; and to alter 

B . and 
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and augment fome of their Statutes. However, the greater 
part of them was ftill left in the origuial form, fuited to the 
lituation of the Society at Grefliam College. 

The Edition of the Statutes in the year 1752, gavc^thenr 
as above defcribed ; together with a few additions,^ calculated 
to fuit particular circumftances. But ftill many parts of them. 
were not accommodated to the prefent times, nor to the change 
of place, and what depended thereon : neither was thc order 
or conne£lion of the chapters fufficiently attended to. 

The.Council have now judged it necefTary, fbr vartous 
reafoiis, to review, new-model, and correft their Statutes,' fo 
as better to fuit the prefent times and circumftances ; to digeft 
them in a more methodical order ; and to give a new Edition 
of them, fo rcvifed, digefted, and arrangcd. , 

They have alfa judged it expedient to premife a^fxiccirtft 
account why fopie of the Statutes wcre^ altcred,* aitd^hy^ 
othcrs wepc.totally abrogated. .' ' . ; r;. 

It had been thc ufage, for upwards'o£thc fii;rt ftxty-yeara^, 
to nominatc and approve in Councilj all Candidates for being 
Fellows, prQvioufly to their bcing ,propofcdr^^:to \h^JSQch^\Qiv 
Ele<aion; and they wcre cnjoined to app^r;fo«o Atjiaaifiiairn 
within four weeks aftcr their £lcdioD« But^f^^hojHt. tbecyeac::

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1753, it was ena6led/ that payment of the admiffion fcc, and 
fi^ning a bond foir annual payments, were neceflarjr to eptitle 
a perfon to be publickly acknowledged a Mcmber, after his 
Eleftion; andinthe years 1761, 1766, 1769, and 1770, fome 
regulations were judged neccffary to be made concerning the 
recommendation and elcftion of Foreigncrs. 

In the Statutes concerning the payments by the Fellows to 
the Society, fcveral alterations became neceffary ; riot oftly 
on account of forming ancw the Chapter ofthe Treafurer\ but 
alfo on account of each Fellow's rcceiving gratis a volume o^ 
the Philafophical Tranfadlions yearly. For, thc charge (rf 
printing the Tranfadions for the ufe of the Mcmbers, having 
much increafed the yearly expenfe of the Socicty ; it was 
judged reafonable and proper to advance the admiffion fee from 
two to Jiv€ guineas ; and aftcrwards, for other reafons, it was 
agreed that inftead of twenty^ twentyfix guineas fliould be 
paid in lieu of giving bond for annual contributions. 

In the Chapter of the Eleftion of the Council and OfEccrs, 
a claufe was addcd, in the year 1735 (on account of the great 
increafe of Members) permitting evcry Fcllow to deliver his 
three lifts at the fame time, at the Anniverfary Eleftions ; 
notwithftanding the apparcnt impropriety of voting for perfons 
to be O^r^rj, bcfore it could be known that they would bc 
ele^ed Membcrs of the new CounciL 

Ofihe Treafurer. At firft, when the Society werc not in 
pofleffion of much ready money, it was judged neceffary that 
the Fellows ftiould pay their weekly contributions once a 
(juartcr ; and the Treafurer's accompts were to be audited quar- 
terly, He was not to have more than 20 1, in his hands at a time: 
• ' B 2 All' 
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All furpliis was to be locked up in the iron chefl ; there being 
thei> no Poblic Fuuds: but the bu(inefs of the Treafurer, as 
well as the mode of collefting the contributions from Mem^ 
bers, having been long conduded in a manner very difFerent 
from what was at firft appointed ; the Statutes relating to the 
Treafurer have therefore been new formed, agreeably to the 
xnodern praftice which has beeq in ufe for many years, . 

Of tbc Secretaries. The great alterations in the eircum- 
ftances of the Society^ together with the regulations concern« 
jng the publication of their Tranfaftions, have rendered it 
neceffary to altqr the cbapter relating to the Secretaries, and 
to have fome additions made to it, with regard to the papers 
read tb the Society, and their publication. 

OftheClerk. Theftatutesconcerning the Clerk, mentioned m 
thepublication of 175Z, were fuch as fuited the Society at their 
firft inftitution, and whife they coatinued at Greftiam CoUege,^ 
when they had little or no conceras with rents, taxe^, re- 
pairs, &c. And as every Officer had but little bufinefs to da 
for the Society» befides what was donc at the ufual Meetings^ 
few rules for them^ were found wanting^ and as fcw for 
their Mufeum and Library ; which, being in the Galleries of 
that College, the refident Profeffors had an Eye over thofc 
Colle<3:ions : but, when the Society became pofleffed of a Houfo 
of their own, fit for their Meetings and Curiofitics (which 
happened in the Year 1710) it was found necefiiary to have 
a refident Officer, who ftiould have the care of the Houfe, 
and of the neceffary preparations for the Meetings, and alfo 
ihe care of the Library and Repofitory. However, as the So- 
ciety*s financcs rendered a confiderable degree of frugality cqn- 
vcnient, it was determ^ned (under the Prefidentftiip of Sir 
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Ifaac Ncwton) tbat one and the fame perfon (houM ftipply the 
places of Clerk) ' Librarian, Keeper of the Repofitory, and 
Houfekeeper, and alfo officiate as Mace-bearer, aad as Depu-^ 
ty to the Treafurer. 

The articles in the chapter of the publication of the Tranfr 
aftions, and their delivery, which were iuferted in the Edition 
of 1752, concerning the Clerk^s account of the books ifTued 
out, are omitted ; as he is now refponfible for them in 
another way. Another article in the fame chapter is alfo 
omitted, concerning the admifiion fee, as being included iu 
the new chapter of the payment of the Fellpws* 

Sevcral additions are made to the former ftatutes relating to 
the books and papers ; to declare the Society*s power over thc 
papers read to them ; and alfo to inform the Fellows how they 
may coufult the books in the Society*s Library. The articles 
of the Regifter and Letter-books are now totally omitted ; 
becaufe the continuation of thofe books has, many years ago, 
* been found uftlefs ; other methods having been ufed to prer 
i^rve the original papers not pubJifhed, as well as thofe which 
a>ve publifhed, at a rate much lefs expenfive, 

The Office of Curator was at firft thought fo eflential,- 
that the Society allotted to it a falary more confiderable than 
any one of the public Profeffors receivcd at that time, befide^ 
rhe apartments they were to have in the Society*s Houfe or 
College. But, as the Society's revenues have not, ,to this 
day, been fufficient to enable them to affume the exterloT 
fplendor which, by their charter, it feeins to have been iroa- 
gined that they might in due time arrive at ; the appointmeiitg 
of Curators, with largc allowances, and of Serjeants at Mace

A;c. have hltherto been decliiied. Befides, thc experimental 
f art of Philofophy baving begun, even hi the earlyj^ears of the 
Society, to be cuhivated ; feveral gentlemen procured appara^ 
tufes, to fatisfy themfelves in private ; ) fo that naany yeprs. had 
iiot pafled, before a confiderable part of the Fellows were fo 
well acquainted with the mode of making experiments, that 
fuch accompliflied Curators have not been found neceflary '; 
.^nd, when Experimental Philofbphy arrived at fuch popular 
Regard, as to be frequently explained in pubhc Leftures, 
that kind 6f knowledge became more generally difFufed. 
Several perfons, indeed, haye formerly been adtually employed 
by the Society asCurators; particukrly, the Doflors Hooke 
and DefaguHers. But neither of them ever had above 50I. a 
year ; and that, not certain : it depended on the number of 
Experiments which they had exhibited to the Society in the 
preceding year. The chapter of the Statutes relating to thig 
. OfBce is therefore omitted in this Edition. 

In Hke manner, at the inflitution of the Society, the fabri- 
cation of Inflruments for experiments was not commonly 
known to workmen ; and therefore fome ftatutes were made 
concerning Operators^ or perfons well acquainted^with the ufe 
of tools in various worksi who were at firft judgednecefTary to 
kttend the Meetings, to be rcady to affift in any of the Expe-r 
riments to be made before the Society : but the Experimental 
Philofophers having long fince taught and familiarized fuch 
general knowledge, in working on things formerly unknown, 
particular Operators to the Society have been for many years 
found ufelefs ; as the diffcrent Artificers employed by them 
can now readily furnifh whatfoever is wanted. 
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So a Printer to the Society, was an Officer that appcaredi 
neceflary at the time when the ftatutes concerning that office 
were eftabliftied : but the afFairs of Printing and Bookfelling 
arc fo greatly altered fince the inftitution of the Society, that 
Printers and Bookfellcrs have for many y^ars ftood in no other 
relation to the Royal Society than any other Tradefmen they 
employ ; and particularly, fince the Tranfadlions have been 
printed under their own care. They themfelves now buy and 
pay for thc paper; employ and pay the Printers and En- 
gravers ; corre£t and publifli their own Works ; and ^nally 
difpofe of to Purchafcrs the furplus copies, above the numbec 
diftributed amongft their Members by their owa Librarian. 

Thus much feemed proper to be prcmifed, in order to (hcw. 
the grounds and reafoas of the alterations now madeu 
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Of tbe Ele^ion and AdmjffioH ofPellows.

honeftly, do any thing to the damage, detrimeQt, or dif-

Of the fekSimg of Papers laid before the Socieiy^ in order 

for Publication. 

\. rnr^HE Membersof the Council of this Society, for thc 
X time being, fliall conftitute and be a ftanding Com- 
mittec of the faid Society, to vvhom the confideration of 
the Publication of fuch Papers, as fliall have been read be- 
fore, or communicated to, them at their weekly meetings, 
fliall from time to time be referred ; and that the faid Com- 
mritee fliall meet on the firft Thurfday of every month, in 
which the Society fliall hold their ordinary meeting, or at fiich 
times as fliall be appointed by the Prefident, or in his abfencc 
by one of the Vice-Prefidents ; and that due and fufficient 
notice of fuch meeting fliali be fent previoufly thereto, to every 
Member of the faid Committee. 

IL That no lefs number than feven of the Members of 
the faid Committee (of which number the Prefident, or in 
his abfence a Vice-Prefident, always to be one) fl\all be a %o- 
rum^ capable of a£ting in relation to the faid Papers. 

II r. That the majority of the faid Committee, prefent 
at any meeting thereof, fliall be at liberty to call in to their 

7 afliftancc, 
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affiftancc, at that or any other fubfequent meeting, any other 
Members of the Society, who are knowing and well (killed 
in any particular branch of Science, that (hall happen to be 
the fubjeft-matter of any Paper, which ftiall be then to come 
under their deliberation ; and that the peribns fo called in to 
affift, although not Members of the Committee, may give 
their votes on all Papers to be conHdered at fuch meeting at 
which they (hall be defired to afiift, in the fam6 manner as 
the Members of the faid Committee may do. 

IV. That, at every meeting of the Committee, their me- 
thod of proceeding upon the Papers to be confidered by them 
(hall be thus : the firft entry in the Journal-book of the So- 
ciety, relating to any paper, upon which the opinion of the 
Committee (hall not have been taken, (hall be read ; and if 
any Member (hall (b defire, the paper itfelf (hall be read, but 
otherwife only the minute reiating thereto : after which the , 
queftion (hall be put, whether that paper (hail be printed in 
the Philojophical TranfaSlions ; unlefs the majority of the 
Committee (hall be of opinion for adjourning the confi^ 
deration of it to a fubfequent meeting : and the queftion (hall 
always be decided by ballot, which (hail^be taken and deemed 
to be carried or loft, according as the greater number of 
balls (hall be in the white or black drawer of the box : but 
if upon any queftion the number of the balls (hall be equal 
in each drawer of the box, the further confideration of the 
queftion (hall be adjourned to the next meeting of the Com- 
mittee ; and a minute (hall be made for the taking that 
queftion into confideratioii, at the next meeting of the Com- 
mittee, before any othcr bufinefs (hall be eiUered up on ; and 

the 
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the neit entry in thc JournaUbook of the Society (hatl be pro- 
ceeded upon in like manner ; and after the queftion (hall have 
been decided as to that, the feveral others (hall be procecded 
nponi ioccording to the order in which they reipeftively fland 
in the faid Journal-book of the Society : and that, when at the 
efecond balloting upon the fame queftlon there (hall ftill be an 
\ ^u^ty, tiif .yotes,' it (hall be determined in the negative.

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C H A P T E R XIIL 



Of the Manner of Publication of the Papers laid before tht 

Society. 



I. 'TT^ HE Phihfophical TranfaBions fliall be printcd at thc 
X fole charge, and for the folc ufe and benefit, of thc 
Society, and of the Fellows thereof ; to the intent that cach 
of the prefent Fellows, who aftually contribute and pay 
towards the fupport of the Society, or who have compounded 
for fuch contribution, according to the rules and orders efta- 
bliihed in relation thereto, or who have for other particular 
reafons been exonerated and difcharged from fuch contributioa 
• by order of the Council, may rcceive gratis (but undcr propcr 
limitations and reftriftions) one copy of fuch of thc Philofo* 
phical TranfaSionsj as ihall bc printed as aforcfald -, and that 
all perfons, who iKall hereafter bc admitted Fellows» (haU, 
ynder the fame conditions, receive and be iutitled to the 
like benefit and advantage. 

II. That once, at leaft, in every year, a proper portion of thc 
Papers, which have been communicated to the Society^ ihall 
be printed under the name aud title of PhiloJophicaJ Tranfadlions 
of the Royal Society ofjjondon^ and that the timc and manner

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of printing thofe Papers fliall be fixed aud determined by the 
Council, as occafion Ihall require. That fuch a number of 
the copies foprinted, as (hali be fufficient to fuppjy the Fellows 
of the Society, (hall be delivered to the Librarian of the Society ; 
who (hall cliter in a book, to be provided for that purpofe, 
the number of copies received by him, for which he Ihail be 
accountable to the Council for the time being. 

III. The Librarian (hall Acliver gratisy at the Society*s houfe^ 
one of the faid copies to every Fellow of the Society (except 
as herein after excepted) who (hall demand the fame, either 
in perfon, or by letter or other writing under the hand of 
fuch Fellow as Ihall not come in perfon to make fuch de- 
xnand : and the perfon fo receiving a copy of fuch Pbikfopbical 

SranfaSlions Ihall at the fame time fign the abovementioncd 
bodk, as having received the faid copy* 

IV. In ojder that the Fellows may be apprized of the tlme 
when it will be proper for them to comc or feiKl for their 
refpeftive coptes, due atid tiii^ely notice flxall be giv^n in fome 
one or nxore of the public news-papers of the day upon which 
the Librarum will begin to deliver out the faid copies, as afore- 
iiiid ;, which day (hall be fixed and appointed by the Prefident 
for the tinae b^ing. 

Provided ajways, that naFellow of the Society whatfoever 
fliall be intitled to demand or receive any fuch copy of theTranf- 
aftibns,.whofe annualcontribution fliall beone year in Srrear ; or 
whofe Eledlion and payment of admiffion fees and regular Con- 
f ributions (hall not have preceded the date of the time publifh* 
f d for the- delivery of thc faid Tranfaftions ;. neLther (hall the 

3 Executor 
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Executor of any deceafed Fellow rcceive a copy of the Tranf- 
adlions publiflied after the death of fuch Fellows. 

Provided alfo, that no Fellow of the Society fliall receive, 
or be intitied to receive, gratis, any copy or copies of the 
Tranfadlions, fo printed as aforefaid, after one year fliall be 
elapfed from the time of the Librarian's having begun to 
deliver out fuch copies refpeftively ; but that his negledling to 
demand them for fo long a time fliall be deemed a forfeiture 
and dereliftion of his right thereto : unlefs the Council for the 
time being, upon their being made acquainted with the rea- 
fbn of, or fbme excufe for, fuch delay, fliall order the fame 
to be fb delivered 5 fuch 'orJer^ however, not to extend fur- 
ther back than to the lafl five years preceding its date. 

ProviJed alfo, that if tbe number of copies fb td be print- 
cd as aforefaid, fhali be greater than what wiil be requifite to 
fupply each of the Fellows with one copyi fuch fuper- 
numerary copies, as alfo all fuch as fhall remain in the hands 
pf the Librariaix after that five years fhall be elapfed from the 
timeof his having begun todeliverout fuch copies refpedively^ 
fhail be difpofed of, at flich times, and in fuch manner, as the 
Council for the time being fhall order and direft.

Of the Booh and Papers of the Sociefy. 

L rir^HERE ihall be had stnd kept a Book, called thc 

\ Charter-book, wherein fliall be fairly written thc 

copy of the Charters, allhis Majefty's grants on the behalfof 

the Society, and the obligation, to be fubfcribed by the 

Fellows of the Society in their own hand-writing^ 

II. There fliall be had and kept a Book^ called the Statute- 
book, wherein fliall be fairty writtcn ail the Laws, Statutes,^ 
and Conftitutions made, or to be made, concerning the governw. 
ment and regukting of the Soqiety or Council; and alfo a 
Regifter of the Fellows of the Soeicty, with the times of 
their Eledlion and A^h^ifliona 

IIL There fliall be had and kept Journal-books fw the So*. 
ciety and Council ; wherein fliall be entered all the minutes^ 
orders, and the bufinef§ of the Society and Council at their 
lefpedive meetings* 

IV. Na 
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IV, No Fellow (ball givc any copy or traufcript of any 
^atter contained in the Journals, or other Booksof the Society, 
to any cne that i$ not a Member thereof ; nor communicate 
the .fame to any fuch perfbn to be tranfcribed, without par- 
tinjlAr leav0 obt^ined of the Counpil ; except the faid matter 
w^re originally brought in, or communicated by himfelf : 
but any FeUow of the Society may, At proper times, and in the 
Society's Houfe, have the liberty of infpeding any atticle in the 
Journal-books of the Society.

y. The original copy ofevery Paper read at the Society 
ihall be confidered as thc property of the Society , if there be 
no previous engagement with its Author to thc contrary :. 
but any Author may have a copy of his own papers by leave 
of the Council. 

VI. AU the papers read at thc Society in the courfe of 
cach year, not withdrawn by leave of the Council, (hall be 
dclivercd to thc Committee of Papers at their annual meet- 
ing ; and fliall be preferved in Guard-books, for future infpec- 
tion ; and Ihall never be lent out of the Society's Houfe without 
Order of the Council. 

VII. Fellows of thc Society may, between thc hour 
of cleven in the forenoon and two in the afternoon, on the 
Tuefdays and Thurldays during the meetings of the Sbciety, 
and on Thurfdays during the receffes of the Society^ 
infpedt one or more of the printcd Books in the Society*s 

Library; 
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Library ; or of the Manufcript Books^ in the prefencc 
of the Librarian : or any Fellow may, by leave obtained 
of thc Society at an ordinary meeting, or of the Council, 
have the loan of any of the printed Books in the Library, 
not exceeding four volumes at a time, for fix weeks, by giving 
his note, if printed Books, for the due return of them in the 
condition he received tbem ; or if Manulcripts, his bond inthe 
penahy of JT 50. for cach, for its fafe return in as perfeft 
ftate as when delivered to him.

Of iht Cmmon Seal and Deeds^ 

I. ^T^ H E Common Seal of the Society fliall be kept m aii 

^ iron chefly having three locks, with three difierent 

keys ; whereof one ihall be in the cuftody of the Preiident» 

another of the Treafurer,. and the third of the Senior Secre^^ 

tary* 

II. Every Deed^ or writing, to which the Cbmmon Seal 
is to be affixed, ihall be pafied and iealed in Council» and 
(igned by the' Preiident on the fore part near the labely and 
iigned on the bad^ jby the reft o£ the Membecs of the Councii 
prefeot.

C H A P T E R XVL 

O/ ibe making and repeaUng of Laws. 

L T^OR the making of any Law or Statute of the Royal 

Society, the draught thereof fliall bc read in Council, 

' and put to the vote, on two leveral days of their meeting. 

' The firft day, the queftion to be refolved by vote Ihall be^ to 

-this efFed, vir. *« Whether the draught of the faid Statute, 

" then agreed upqn, ftiall be read at another meetiitg ?" The 

fecond day, the queftion fliall be to this efFe<a:, viz. *< Whe- 

** ther thc draught of the faid Statute, then agreed upon, fliall 

<* pafs for, a Law, or iu)t?" 

II. For the repeding of any Law or Statute, or any part 
thereof, the Repeal fliall be propounded and voted in Council, 
on two feveral days of their meeting. TJ^he firft day, the 
queftion to be refolved by Ballot fliall be to this efFe^, viz. 
•« Whether the Repeal of fuch a Statute, or fuch part thereof, 
<« fhall be propounded at another meeting?'* The fecond day, 
thc queftion fliall be to this efFeft, viz. *«^ Whether fuch a 
*< Statute, or fuch part thereof, fliall be repealed or not?*' 
And in cafe the faid Repeal be agreed unto, the fame fhall 
be recorded in the Journal-book of the Council ; and the Sta- 
tute, or part of the Statute, repealed, fliall becancelled in the 
Statutc-book.
